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Drastic Navy Slashes 
Up To Budget Bureau 


HE center of interest in the Navy’s 

budget difficulties shifted to the 
Bureau of the Budget this week, as 
hearings were instituted on the revised 
1933 estimates. Headed by Secretary 
Adams, Naval officials presented the 
budget proposals Oct. 22, and will con- 
tinue for several days to convince the 
Bureau that no further cuts should be 
made. 

With the knowledge that it will be 
almost impossible to carry through the 
proposal to abandon several shore sta- 
tions, and the President represented as 
cpposed to the laying up of the USS 
Constitution and Navy Band, naval offi- 
cers appearing at the hearings before 
Col. J. Clawson Roop, Director of the 
Bureau of the Budget, are attempting 
to forestall any further cuts in the 
forces afloat. - 

The reduction in operating forces 
made by the Navy Department upon 
the demand of the President is a seri- 
ous enough blow to national defense in 
itself, it is felt at the Department, and 
any further cut would be suicidal. The 
revised estimates now before the Budget 
Bureau, call for only ten battleships 
and one division of large gun cruisers 
in full commission, and for six subma- 
rines and four destroyers to be with 
drawn from full commission, besides the 
decommissioning of the USS Wyoming, 
Rochester and Jason, the reduction in 
aircraft activities, the slowing up of 
modernization, and the building of five 
instead of eleven destroyers. These 
are the principal reductions directly 
affecting the Fleet. 

Plans drawn up at the Navy Depart- 
ment call for decommissioning the USS 
Wyoming as a training vessel, replac- 
ing her with the USS New York. The 
New York will operate with reduced 
strength and will not be in full com- 
mission. Placing two 8-inch gun cruis- 
ers in reserve will leave a division of 
vessels of this type in commission, and 
was the reason behind deciding to lay 
up two large gun cruisers and no 6- 
inch gun cruisers. We have a minimum 
of the small gun cruisers for operat- 
ing needs, and although we do not have 
enough of the large gun cruisers, there 
is less than two full divisions and the 
odd vessels can be laid up with the 
least interference with the training 
needs of the Fleet, it is explained. 

If this program is provided for in 
the appropriation act, the USS Pensa- 
cola and Chester are the two cruisers 
to go into reserve for the first year. 
They will be replaced after one year 
by two other cruisers under this plan. 

To effect the reduction in destroyer 


strength in full commission, one of the | 


three divisions of destroyers of the 
Asiatic Fleet will come home, the 
plans provide. In need of a complete 
navy yard overhaul in the United 
States at any rate, the six vessels will 
return to the States and after overhaul, 
two of them will replace the gunboats 
Sacramento and Asheville in the Spe- 
cial Service Squadron, while the other 
four will go into reserve. The gun- 
_ are due to be sent to the Asiatic 
eet. 

_Vessels to remain in full commis- 
sion will not have to curtail steaming 
and gunnery exercises, plans of the 
Department provide. The cost of fuel 
1s so much reduced that the saving by 
cutting steaming would not be worth 
while it is felt. 
_ The shore construction program, it 
is understood, provides for completion 
of the work already started, but no 
new contracts are to be awarded. This 
decision will delay replacement of the 
Washington and Philadelphia Hospitals, 
and the new construction authorized for 
the Naval War College.

EPRESENTATIVE WILL R. 

WOOD, chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Appropriations of the House, 
urged President Hoover, Oct. 22, to 
find out “what cowardly naval officers 
have been circulating lying propa- 
ganda” against the President’s econ- 
omy program. 

Coming out of a conference with 
Mr. Hoover at the White House, the 
Hoosier Congressman told newspaper- 
men that he had advised the President 
to discover which naval officers were 
responsible for the “propaganda about 
the scrapping of the Constitution and 
the Navy Band and the discharging of 
6,000 sailors” and “drive them out of 
the service.” He referred to the

New Policy Divides Duties 
Of Navy Selection Board 


HE Navy selection board which will 
convene Dec. 1, will confine itself 
to the two senior ranks, and will select 


no lieutenant commanders for promo- | 


tion, it is announced. 

In accordance with a new policy re- 
garding selection, a separate board will 
be convened in the spring to consider 
lieutenant commanders only. 
forth, it is stated, there will be two 


selection boards a year, a senior and a | 


junior board. The senior board will 


meet in the Fall and recommend cap- | 


tains and commanders for promotion, 
while the junior board will meet in 
the Spring and select for promotion to 
the grade of commander. 

This decision will correct, it is be- 
lieved, what has often been described 
as the chief fault of the system of se- 
lection, i. e., that nine officers could 
not adequately judge the qualifications 
of all of the officers eligible for selec- 
tion in three grades. The matter of 
lightening the burden has been under 
discussion for some time, and the ex- 
perience of the special board of last 
Spring which selected the additional 
commanders provided by the new line 
personnel bill, illustrated the method 
of dividing the task. 

Decision, however, to adopt the new 
policy was not arrived at until this 
week. Less than two weeks ago, it 
was announced in a Bureau of Navi- 
gation circular letter, that the Decem- 
ber board would select for all three

Army War College Told Of 1932 Outlook 





ROBABLY one of the most frank 

and illuminating addresses by a 
leading legislator on the subject of 
the Army and its legislative problems 
was made by Senator David A. Reed, 
chairman of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, last week at the Army War 
College in Washington. 

In view of the intense interest and 
importance of the subject at this time 
the Army and Navy Journal prints 
herewith the full text of the Senator’s 
address and his introduction by the 
commandant of the War College. 

Introduction by General Connor: 

To young officers who have just en- 
tered the service and are interested in 
their careers either in the Army, Navy, 
or Marine Corps, it seems impossible 
to separate questions affecting the wel- 
fare of their own branch of the service 
from other questions and they usually 
consider them purely by themselves. 


As we get older we realize there are f 


other national problems and that the 


‘ problems of the service can hardly be’ 





considered by themselves. But even 
when we are at the age of retire- 
ment, I doubt if many of us realize how 
intimately all questions of government 
are tied up one with another and how 
much all problems of national defense 
must be considered in connection with 
other national problems. 

There is probably no one interested 
in national defense who knows the inti- 
mate liaison of our problems with those 
of the other interests of the govern- 
ment so well as the Chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee. It is there- 
fore a great pleasure and will be of 
great value to have that Chairman dis- 
cuss with us the problems of national 
defense and consider them in the light 
of the other demands made 6n the Con- 
gress.

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Army Personnel Not 
Hit In 1933 Estimates 


HEARINGS on the War Department - 


estimates were concluded this 
week at the Bureau of the Budget and 
that organization is now considering 
them in the light of testimony given 
by Army representatives. When the 
Bureau completes its consideration, the 
estimates will be sent to the Presi- 
dent for approval and transmittal to 
Congress. 

It can be stated authoratively that 
no change has been made in the per- 
sonnel strength of the Army in the 
estimates now being considered for 
the fiscal year 1933. Nor is any such 
reduction being contemplated 
learned. The belief of the administra- 
tion, as printed previously in the 
Army and Navy Journal, is that the 
Army is at the lowest possible strength 
consistent with the carrying out of the 
program assigned to it under the Na- 
tional Defense Act. 

It will be recalled that under the 
National Defense Act of 1920 the regu- 
lar Army strength was set at 300,000. 
Subsequent appropriation bills, how- 
ever, set this number at 175,000, then 
150,000, and later 125,000, at which it is 
now set. The officer strength of an 
average of 12,000 for the year will re- 
main next year as for the present year 


| as far as any plans of the Department 


or the Administration are concerned, 
it is learned. 

Rumors which fave been current 
that the War Department lopped 250 
officers off the authorized strength for 
the next year probably were inspired 
by the questions being asked by inspec- 
tors who have been making a survey 
of the number of officers on duty in 
Washington and the possibility of get- 
ting along on less. Pursuant to this 
investigation queries were directed to 
the various officers of the General 
Staff and to the Chiefs of Arms and 
Services as to what reductions could be 
made in the number of officers assign- 
ed to their office without hampering 
their work. 

This investigation is being made with 
a view to releasing more officers for 
duty with troops. With the small 
standing Army, it is considered im- 
perative for its utmost efficiency that 
as many officers as possible be on duty 
with troops where they can take part 
in the regular training programs, both 
self training and training of the ci- 
vilian components. 

From results of the survey thus far 
it appears that some reductions can be 
made in Washington and these undoubt- 


edly will be made shortly. When the - 


survey in Washington is completed it 
will be extended to the Corps Area 
headquarters with a view to determin- 
ing whether or not officer overhead in 
those centers can not be reduced also. 

With the maintenance of the neces- 
sary overseas garrisons, the schools 
and administrative overhead, it is a 
problem for the Army to carry out its 
essential training rograms in this 
country. 

The necessity of safeguarding the 
Army against changes in its strength 
and program without giving the mili- 
tary experts an opportunity to be heard 
on the subject was recognized by Con- 
gress when it drafted the National De- 
fense Act for it included therein the 
following Amendment, sponsored by 
Senator Wadsworth: 

“Whenever any plan or recommen- 
dation involving legislation by Congress 
affecting National Defense or reorgani- 
zation of the Army is presented by the 
Secretary of War to Congress, the 
same shall be accompanied when not 
incompatible with public interest, by a 
study prepared in the War Department 
General Staff, including comments and 
recommendations for or against such

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-Japanese Conciliation Negotiations 





DITORIAL comment aroused by Secretary Stimson’s note to the League of Na- 
tions and the fact that an American has been invited to attend the League 
council in the Sino-Japanese affair, has been both favorable and adverse, as well 
as diverse. Many believe that our position is now tantamount to participation in 
the League, which, it is carefully pointed out, this nation refused to join. Others 
just as emphatically deny that we have involved ourselves in any way which 
might prove detrimental. 





“IN ACTUAL fact the functioning of the League in the Manchurian trouble has 

already allayed animosities, and may be expected to move on to a peaceful 
settlement, agreeable to both China and Japan,” claims the New York Times 
(Independent Democratic). “The latter country has already, through its Foreign 
Office, assured the world that it will not declare war against China, and will 
ignore a declaration of war by China, should the Chinese Government be so mis- 
guided as to make one, because it knows that China at present is utterly unable 
to make war. When the skies are thus bright with hope and promise of peace, 
it seems particularly absurd for fantastic objectors in the United States to see 
nothing but the coming of clouds and storm.” 


as HAT right has Mr. Stimson or the Hoover Administration to commit this 
country to any of the processes of the League of Nations 2” demands the 
New York American (Independent). 

“The people have repudiated the League. 

“They have overwhelmingly rejected it and all its works because they feared 
entangling alliances with foreign powers, because they feared that such alliances 
would involve them in foreign conflicts, with which we have no concern.

“"MHE Japanese are represented as perturbed over Secretary Stimson’s am 

nouncement of the American policy in the Asiatic crisis,” states the New York 
Sun (Independent Republican). “That is not surprising. In this country there is 
amazement that the Secretary of State should urge the League of Nations to ‘as- 
sert all the pressure within its competence toward regulating the action of China 
and Japan in the premises.’ Giving such advice to a body which the United States 
refuses to join is quite out of the American political character. But even more 
amazing is Mr. Stimson’s declaration that ‘the American Government, acting 
independently through its diplomatic representatives, will endeavor to reenforce 
what the League does.’ Committing this Government beforehand to the judgment 
of the League of Nations is certainly a strange policy for Washington.”

To Observe Navy Day 
(Continued from First Page) 
ing naval policy, and in this work of 
information the Navy Day observance 
has played a considerable part. 
With the cooperation of the radio 
broadcasting industry, the press ‘and 
the motion pictures, and with the par- 
ticipation of the Navy and other gov- 
ernmental agencies, as well as the vet- 
erans’ and patriotic societies, Navy Day 
has developed into a day of serious 
thought on the subject of reasonable 
naval defense. 

October 27 was selected as Navy 
Day because it is the anniversary of 
the birth of President Theodore Roose- 
velt, so much of whose life was devoted 
to establishing a sound naval policy for 
the United States of America. It will 
be remembered that President Roose- 
velt first achieved a national reputation 
by writing a naval history of the War 
of 1812, a work of such merit that it 
was incorporated into Clowe’s Royal 
Navy, a monumental history of the 
British Sea Service. Later, as Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Navy, and finally 
as President, Roosevelt bent his tre- 
mendous energies to impress upon the 
American people the necessity for an 
adequate Navy, and endeavored through 
his leadership to realize this ideal. 

October is also the month in which 
the American Navy was founded in 
1775 by the Continental Congress. 

President Harding in endorsing the 
observance of the first celebration of 
Navy Day wrote: 

“From our earliest national begin- 
nings the Navy has always been, and 
deserved to be, an object of special 
pride to the American people. Its rec- 
ord is indeed one to inspire such sen- 
timents, and I am very sure that such 
a commemoration as is planned will be 
a timely reminder. 

“Tt is well for us to have in mind 
that under a program of lessening 
Navy armaments there is a greater 
reason for maintaining the highest effi- 
ciency, fitness and morale in this 
branch of the national defensive serv- 
ice,” 

In connection with the first observ- 
ance, Secretary of State Charles Evans 

ughes wrote: 

“The celebration of Navy Day has 
my hearty approval. This government 
has taken the lead in securing the re- 
duction of naval armament, but the 
Navy that we retain under the agree- | 
ment should be maintained with effi- 
cient personnel and pride in the serv- 
kee. It is essential that we should 
maintain the relative naval strength of 
the United States. That, in my judg- 
ment, is the way to peace and security. 
It will be upon that basis that we would 
enter any future conference or make 
agreements for limitations, and it 
would be folly to undermine our posi- 
tion.” 

President Coolidge said in connection 
with Navy Day, in 1923: 

“Our country has undertaken, as its 
proper contribution to ameliorating the 
burdens of armaments in the world, 
to place certain strict limits on our 
naval establishment. In view of these,

able that the highest efficiency, in men 
and material, be maintained. 

“The Navy is the first line of de- 
fense. Our national situation makes it 
peculiarly important to us, for we have 
never been committed to the policy of 
a large Army, relying, to a greater 
extent than _ less-favored countries 
might, on the advantage of our loca- 
tion and our confidence in an adequate 
Navy. 

“This traditional devotion of the 
Navy to the highest usefulness and 
efficiency makes it especially fitting 
that Navy Day be so observed as to 
show the country’s appreciation of this 
splendid service.” 

President Hoover (when Secretary of 
Commerce) said: 

“On Navy Day we visualize the im- 
portance of the Navy as the first line 
of our national defense and an instru- 
ment to maintain peace. The Navy, 
however, has other functions of im- 
portance. With our civilization - we 
have come to be dependent to a con- 
siderable degree for our national stand- 
ards of living and comfort upon our 
foreign trade through the imports of 
many commodities which we cannot 
produce from our soil, and the export 
of our surplus products. The contin- 
uance of this service depends at once 
upon maintenance of order and protec- 
tion upon the seas in peace as well as 
war time. We as a nation must con- 
tribute to this sea police. 

“Beyond this the enterprise and in- 
itiative of our merchants in establish- 
ing their trade and the launching of 
their ships rests in great measure in 
their confidence that this police power 
exists; that it acts, and that it will 
continue. An efficient Navy would be 
necessary even though we had no ma- 
jor problems of national defense. 

“The Arms Conference through inter- 
national cooperation has enabled us to 
reduce the volume of defense equip- 
ment we need at sea; we cannot reduce 
its strength below the limits to which 
we can carry such agreement with 
others, but in any circumstances we 
will always need an efficient Navy for 


estimates submitted last month. The 
first estimates, which President Hoover 
found unsatisfactory, totaled $399,- 
139,886, and the total for the new 
budget, as drawn up by the Navy, is 
$347,782,886. 


President Hoover, at the time he sent 
back the original Navy estimates, 
stated that he had ordered a cut from 
$401,000,000 to $340,000,000, or a re- 
duction of $61,000,000. The new esti- 
mates, cutting approximately $51,000,- 
000 however, were described as “accept- 
able,” at the White House. It was also 
stated there, “that further studies of 
the matter would be made by the Bu- 
reau of the Budget,” and it is probable 
that additional slashes will be made 
before Congress received the Navy 
budget. 

Secretary Adams in a letter to the 
President summarized the reduction of 
expenditures for the various items of 
the Navy budget as follows: 

Placing the battleship USS Wyom- 
ing out of commission. 

Placing the old cruiser USS Roches- 
ter out of commission. 

Placing the battleship USS New York 
in reduced commission. 

Putting two 8-inch gun cruisers in 
reserve.

Placing the aircraft tender USS 
Jason out of commission, together with 
attendant aircraft. 

Curtailment of number of person- 
nel on USS Rigel, destroyer tender. 

Placing the rebuilt frigate, USS Con- 
stitution out of commission and cancel- 
ing proposed trips after July 1, 1932. 

The assignment of two destroyers 
from the Asiatic Station to the Spe- 
cial Service Squadron to replace the 
gunboats USS Sacramento and Ashe- 
ville, which will be placed out of com- 
mission.

A large saving will also be made by 
the failure to award bids for construc- 
tion of six of the 11 destroyers for 
which funds were provided last Con- 
gress. This is the only reduction made 
in the item “increase of the Navy,” 
Secretary Adams’ explanation of the 
new estimates stated. 

“The only reduction made in ‘in- 
crease of the Navy, was that which 
was incident to the suspension of the 
contracts for 6 of the 11 destroyers 
which were authorized last year,” says 
the Secretary’s letter to President 
Hoover. “The estimates permit the 
continuation of work on all vessels now 
under construction or under contract 
and also the laying down of the 8-inch 
gun cruiser permitted under the Lon- 
don Conference to be laid down on Jan- 
uary 1, 1933.” 

Insertion of a provision providing 
flexibility between various appropria- 
ae was asked by the Navy Depart- 
men 


“Owing to the drastic changes which 
are involved in this large reduction and 
the short time available for considera- 
tion of the effect of these revisions, it 
is recommended that a flexibility be- 
tween the various appropriations be 
provided for, either by making a total 
lump sum appropriation for the naval 
establishment or by authorizing 10 per 
cent interchangeability between ap- 
propriations upon approval by the Sec- 
retary of the Navy to cover eventual- 
ities which may arise in the adminis- 
tration of these reduced appropriations 
which cannot now be foreseen,” the let- 
ter stated.

downstream and barely escaped being 
drowned. Although Private Compo 
was unsuccessful in rescuing these per- 
sons, the attempt to do so under s.ch 
unfavorable circumstances character- 
izes it as an act of outstanding hero- 
ism.”

Infantry School Program 

TUDENT officers and demonstra- 

tion troops faced unusually heavy 
schedules of instruction which the aca- 
demic department of The Infantry 
School prepared for the week begin- 
ning Oct. 19. 


A wide range of theoretical instruc- 
tion was prescribed for the refresher 
class. On Monday three lectures and 
conferences were scheduled for the 
morning, one on the organization of 
the British army, another on defensive 
tactics and a third on the coordination 
of fire in defense. The afternoon was 
devoted to a tactical talk in study of 
a defensive organization on _ the 
ground. Tuesday’s schedule comprised 
a conference on offensive tactics, a 
conference and demonstration on land- 
scape target firing and another on field 
firing, and the entire afternoon was 
devoted to a study of the organization 
of infantry. Wednesday’s instruction 
began with a lecture on the organiza- 
tion of the German army. A confer- 
ence and demonstration of combat 
practice occupied the remainder of the 
morning session. A study of animal 
management and transportation was 
made at The Infantry School stables 
during the afternoon. A lecture on the 
organization of the Japanese army was 
scheduled for Thursday morning. Two 
conferences on offensive action and 
another on the coordination of fire in 
the offensive followed. The _ entire 
afternoon was devoted to a study of 
the rifle company and platoon in de- 
fense. Friday’s program comprised a 
lecture on machine-gun training and 
another on the estimate of the train- 
ing situation. A terrain .exercise il- 
lustrating the use o fsupporting weap- 
ons in the attack consumed the re- 
mainder of the morning period and the 
afternoon was devoted to a demonstra- 
tion of the newest developments in in- 
fantry weapons. 

The advanced class devoted the en- 
tire week to two general subjects:. the 
preparation of monographs and the 
study of motor transportation. In the 
former each student was assigned a 
military or historical subject upon 
which he prepared a monograph which 
discussed in detail the military signifi- 
eance of the event. The studies in 
motor transportation combined theo- 
retical and practical work in the con- 
struction and operation of gasoline en- 
gines and their accessories, and mo- 
tor propelled vehicles. 

Nearly all of the work scheduled 
for the company officers’ class was of 
a practical nature. On Monday the 
students were allowed four hours in 
which to make topographical sketches 
from aerial photographs and the en- 
tire afternoon was occupied by pistol 
firing. The firing of the automatic 
rifle continued all day Tuesday. On 
Wednesday the morning was given to 
pistol marksmanship and the after- 
noon to the making of road sketches. 
Automatic rifle firing was scheduled for 
all day Thursday and a graded test 
on military sketching occupied the 
entire eight-hour period on Friday. 

For the demonstration troops of the 
29th Infantry from one to four dem- 
onstrations daily were scheduled for 
the entire week. The units involved 
varied in size from a rifle squad to a 
war-strength battalion with attached 
specialist organizations and all dem- 
onstrations dealt with problems of 
combat designed to illustrate methods 
and principles of infantry action as 
taught by the Infantry School.

New Furlough Policy 


A POLICY affecting the granting of 

furloughs for enlisted men of the 
29th Infantry at Ft. Benning, Ga., 
which is expected to react favorably 
in the matter of reenlistments and the 
promotion of contentment in that regi- 
ment was announced recently by Col. 
Dunean K. Major, regimental com- 
mander. 

The new regimental policy will place 
to the credit of each enlisted man a 
30-day furlough period upon his entry 
into the service. Upon completion of 
one year’s service he will receive an 
additional credit of 30 days’ furlough 
and upon the completion of two years’ 
service will receive a third credit for 
a like period. 

Each soldier who reenlists in the 
regiment will be allowed a furlough of 
three months’ duration provided it is 
begun within five days of the date of 
his reenlistment, unless unpreventable 
circumsances prevent the _ soldier’s 
departure at that time. In the latter 
case provision is made for the taking 
of the furlough at a later date. 

As another measure for the main- 
tenance of a high standard of morale 
of enlisted men, Colonel Major has di- 
rected the company commanders of 
the regiment to allow as many as 
possible of their commands to enjoy 
constantly the privileges of Class A 
passes which permit them freedom of 
action while off duty. Temporary 
passes will be given to recruits as 
often as practicable and Class A passes 
will be given to them as soon as they 
are qualified to receive them. 

In conjunction with these instruc- 
tions Colonel Major comments upon 
the pleasing results obtained from the 
granting of unrestricted privileges to 
enlisted men of his, regiment, of which 
he says there has been little or no 
abuse. Three organizations of the 
regiment are specially commended for 
their high standard of discipline. Dur- 
ing the month of September no puni- 
tive action of any kind was directed 
against any member of the band, and 
the records of Regimental Headquar- 
ters Company, the Cannon Company 
and Headquarters Company, Ist Bat- 
talion, show almost a total absence of 
corrective actions fer infractions of

@ECRETARY OF THE NAVY 
CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS 
announces that the five destroyers to 
be built under funds appropriated at 
the last Congress, will be known as 
the USS Farragut, Dewey, Hull, Mac- 
Donough, and Worden. 

Destroyer No. 350, now building 
at the New York Navy Yard, will be 
christened the USS Hull, in honor of 
Commodore Isaac Hull, USN, who 
commanded the USS Constitution in 
her victory over HMS Guerriere in the 
War of 1812. There have been two 
former United States destroyers known 
as USS Hull, Destroyer No 7 and De- 
stroyer No. 330, both of which are no 
longer in the Navy. 

Award of bids for the construction 
of the other four destroyers was made 
by the Navy Department, Sept. 29. 
No. 348, the contract for which 
has been given to the Bethlehem Ship- 
building Corporation, Fore River, 
Quincy, Mass., will be named USS Far- 
ragut, in honor of Adm. David Glas- 
gow Farragut, USN. Two former 
ships of the Navy have been called the 
USS Farragut, Torpedo Boat No. 11 
and Destroyer No. 300, beth of which 
have been disposed of in past years. 

Adm. George Dewey, USN, will have 
a vessel named for him for the first 
time with the christening of Destroyer 
No. 349, the contract for which has 
been awarded to the Bath Iron Works, 
Bath, Me. 

Destroyer No. 351 will be named the 
USS MacDonough, in honor of Com- 
modore Thomas MacDoncugh, USN, 
who gained a brilliant victory over a 
British squadron, Sept. 14, 1814, on 
Lake Champlain. It will be built at 
the Boston Navy Yard. There have 
been two former destroyers known by 
this name, Destroyers No. 9 and No. 
331. 

The fourth destroyer, for which 
contract was awarded Sept. 29, will be 
known as the USS Worden, named for 
Rear Adm. John Lorimer Worden, 
USN, who commanded the USS Moni- 
tor in her battle with the Merrimac in 
Hampton Rcaads, March 9, 1862. The 
Worden will be built at the Puget 
Sound Navy Yard. Two former de- 
stroyers have been named USS 
Worden, Nos. 16 and 288. 
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Admiral Christy Assigned 
” 
RDERS have been issued to Rear 
Adm. Harley H. Christy, USN, de- 
taching him from the Naval War Col- 
lege, Newport, R. I., about Nov. 15, 
and assigning him as Commandant, 
New Orleans Naval District, which 
post will be made vacant by the re- 
tirement of Rear Adm. Thomas P. Ma- 
gruder, USN, Dec. 1. 

Rear Adm. Harley H. Christy was 
born in Circleville, Ohio, Sept. 18, 1870, 
was appointed to the Naval Academy 
in 1887, and graduated in 1891. Dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War he 
served aboard the USS Detroit, cruiser, 
and the USS Amphitrite, monitor. 
After regular tours of duty afloat and 
ashore, he was ordered in 1914 to com- 
mand the USS Salem, cruiser, and in 
1917, after duty at the Naval Acad- 
emy, was promoted to the rank of 
captain and ordered to command the 
USS Minneapolis, cruiser second line. 
In August, 1917, he was ordered to 
command the USS San Diego, armored 
cruiser, and in August, 1918, to com- 
mand the USS Wyoming, battleship. 

Following the World War, Admiral 
Christy was ordered as Commandant 
of the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, 
Fla., and held that post until May 15, 
1923, when he was given command of 
the USS California, battleship. In 
1924, he was ordered to the Naval War 
College, Newport, for instruction, and 
while at the War College was pro- 
moted to the rank of Rear Admiral. 
In 1925, Rear Admiral Christy was 
given command of the Control Force 
and held that command until 1927, when 
he was ordered as Commandant of the 
Canal Zone Naval District. 

In 1929, Admiral Christy was or- 
dered to command Battleship Division 
Three, Battle Fleet, and in 1930 was 
transferred to command Battleship 
Division Four, Battle Fleet. From 
Oct. 9, 1930, to May 5, 1931, he was in 
command of the newly formed Train- 
ing Squadron of the Scouting Force, 
and upon detachment, was ordered to 
the Naval War College, Newport, for 
duty. 

Rear Admiral Christy was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal for his 
World War service, with .the citation: 

“For distinguished services in the 
line of his profession in command of 
the USS San Diego, engaged in the 
important, exacting and hazardous duty 
of transporting and escorting troops 
and supplies to European ports 
through waters infested with enemy 
submarines and mines. Particularly 
for exceptionally meritorious conduct 
at the time the San Diego was struck 
by a mine and sunk. Later for services 
in command of the USS Wyoming in 
the Atlantic Fleet.” 

In addition to the Distinguished 
Service Medal, Rear Admiral Christy 
was awarded a letter of commendation 
from the War Department and the 
Order of Avis by the Portuguese Gov- 
ernment. 

His home address is listed in De- 
partment records as New Haven, Conn.

The Army Kaydets bowed on Michie 
Field last Saturday before the per- 
sonnal brilliance of a single. Harvard 
player, Barry Wood. Of course that 
talented player had able assistance 
from his team mates, but it was his 
own football genius and fire that took 
advantage of the breaks, to score, and 
to prevent Army from scoring again. 
The score was 14—13. 

At the start of the game Army ap- 
peared to be in the ascendancy. Stecker 
and Kilday made vicious attacks on 
the Crimson team that seemed to be 
certain to end in its dissolution. Vic- 
tory appeared certain to the Cadets 
and to the spectators. Stecker missed 
the first point after touchdown, and 
scored the second. 

Early in the second period, with an 
advantage of 13 points, something 
cataclysmic occurred when the Crim- 
son got a break. Army punted from 
behind its goal line and Crickard ran 
the ball back 11 yards from where he 
caught it on Army’s 40 yard line. 

Harvard made a first down on the 17 
yard line. Army’s alert defense 
smeared the next play for a five yard 
loss. On the next play Wood faded 
back into the kicker’s position and 
made a wide pass to the right, which 
Crickard barely managed to snare, and 
staggered to a point four yards from 
Army’s goal. 

Crickard then carried to the one 
foot line on a power play, and then 
White drove over for the score. The 
pass to Wood was low for the extra 
point and he fumbled it partially. Then, 
being too late for a drop-kick, he cut 
around Sheridan, Army right end, who 

came in to attempt to block the kick, 
and with an incredible burst of speed, 
outran the Army secondary and scored 
the point. 

Army got another bad break shortly 
after when they were penalized 15 yards 
when Wood was forced to kick from 
midfield. Wood passed on the first 
play thereafter, and the ball appar- 
ently was going to land in the midst 
of the Army secondary defense, but 
White leaped high into the air to take 
the oval, shook himself free, and ran 
15 yards for the second score. Wood 
drop kicked the extra point with per- 
fect precision. 

Thereater the game was a battle 
royal. Army found it difficult to stop 
Harvard’s powerful attack, which was 

functioning well after the first quarter. 
Army forced Harvard to give the ball 
up once on the two yard line. Twice 
Army players got away in an appar- 
ently clear field, and with victory in 
their grasp, to have it snatched away, 
once by a last ditch tackle engineered 
by Mays, who had replaced Crickard. 
In the fourth quarter Johnson tore 
loose on a short side reverse play that 
swarmed over the Harvard left tackle.

A ROOSEVELT POLICY which we earnestly commend to the consideration of 
the American people: 


“While my business is to look primarily after the interests of my own country, I feel 
that I help this country instead of hurting it when I try to benefit other countries. I do 
net intend for a moment to be improperly meek about it. I have steadfastly preached a 
big navy, and I have with equal steadfastness seen that our Navy is practiced until I 
have reason to believe that, ship for ship, it is as efficient as any. I do not believe that, 
as things are now in the world, any nation can rely upon inoffensiveness for safety. 
Neither do I believe that it can rely upon alliance with any other nation for safety. My 
object is to keep America in trim, so that fighting her shall be too expensive and danger- 
ous a task to likely be undertaken by anybody; and I shall try at the same time to make 
her act in a spirit of such justice and good will toward others as will prevent anyone taking 
such a risk lightly, and will, if possible, help a little toward a general attitude of peace- 
fulness and righteousness in the world at large. I have tried to behave in this way toward 
England primarily, and also toward France and Germany and toward Japan.” —May 
13, 1905. 





THE COUNTRY MAY BE depended upon to resent the denunciation by Con- 
gressman William R. Wood, of Indiana, of “the cowardly naval officers” and 
his charge that naval officers are responsible for circulating “cowardly and in- 
sidious propaganda” against the President’s proposed budget reductions. We 
hesitate to believe Mr. Wood’s statement that the President “feels very much 
the same way,” and we urge the latter to repudiate it at once. Mr. Wood has 
been in politics all his life, and, the Congressional Directory shows, did not 
avail himself of the opportunity to fight in the wars in which his country has been 
engaged. However, we are glad to note he took frequent occasion to laud the he- 
roes in uniform and to point with pride to his record of supporting them by his 
votes. Among the men he has denounced as “cowardly” are men prepared to make 
the supreme sacrifice as their duty and training requires, men who served with the 
Fleet during the World War, who in submarines and destroyers engaged the 
enemy, and who convoyed the troops that enabled victory in that epochal strug- 
gle. Any one who knows the Navy appreciates that the traditions of the past 
continue to animate its representatives of today. We rather believe Mr. Wood 
will find it expedient to issue an explanatory statement that he did not intend 
to make a blanket indictment of the Naval personnel, but sought to denounce 
the few who he claims are fighting naval reductions. If Mr. Wood has any in- 
formation to substantiate his charge, wh®h we doubt, he should name the men 
responsible and then the President can take disciplinary action. But, in order 
to support a policy the press comment of the country emphatically opposes, by 
applying opprobrious epithets to an entire class and by making indefinite charges 
against some unknown persons of that class for the purpose of transforming 
public opinion, Mr. Wood subjects himself to the use of the adjective which the 
Hoosier politician applied to the naval personnel. We insist the President must 
take this view and inform the country that he has no sympathy with the utter- 
ances of his House supporter. : 

The President has been a guest of honor aboard the USS Utah, USS Ari- 
zona, USS Maryland, and USS Arkansas. 





N° SUGGESTION has been made to the pacifists to abandon or even reduce 

their agitation; indeed encouragement has been extended to have them ex- 
pand their activities. On the other hand, the Administration has acted so as to 
minimize publicity in behalf of the Navy and has particularly struck at Navy Day. 
An informed people would be able to decide intelligently upon the questions at 
issue, but Navy Day speakers, while they may talk in glittering generalities, are 
told they should not discuss the size of appropriations, the value of cruisers, 
etc. We may assume that the same “advice” will be given in connection with the 
celebration of Army Day. Fortunately there can be no curb on a free press, and 
we may safely assume that its expressions of opinion will continue favorable to 
the Services. We are aware, however, of the increased importance to service 
interest and to our national defense generally, which the Army and Navy Journal, 
untrammeled by any retarding connections, has become, and of the greater re- 
sponsibility which lies upon us to continue to tell the truth to the country. The 
Services may depend upon our voice being lifted, as in the past, for adequate 
appropriations, for an Army able to discharge its high missions, for a Navy 
equal to any as guaranteed by treaty, and emphatically against any reductions 
in personnel. 





WE RATHER THOUGHT the President would yield in the matter of the pres- 

ervation of the United States Navy Band and the operation of the Constitu- 
tion. Two powerful forces applied pressure to this end—first, the musicians of 
the country, and secondly the children whose pennies contributed to the recon- 
struction of the historic conqueror of the Guerriere. We appeal to these same 
forces to help to preserve all navy yard bands, to keep in commission the ships 
which it is proposed to lay up, thereby preventing the practice essential for 
efficient handling as a fleet, and to promote the construction necessary to parity 
upon the seas. Parents should realize the danger which an inadequate Navy 
will have for their children, for a Navy cannot be improvised. It must be built 
and trained; otherwise money spent is gross extravagance, means waste, and 
more than this gives a false sense of security to the nation. We believe the 
stand which Messrs Hale and Britten have taken in opposition to the injury 
proposed to be done to the Navy will be supported by the people, provided they 
know the danger which is being precipitated. Let all advocates of national de- 
fense join in getting the facts to their countrymen, and then we can be sure

T. W. G.—Regarding the right of a 
first lieutenant, USA, ret., to receive 
adjusted compensation from the Vet- 
erans Bureau for service during the 


World War, we are informed by the 
Veterans Administration that adjusted 
compensation is denied to all officers 
of the Regular Army. The theory of 
adjusted compensation is to give to a 
man who served in the World War the 
difference between his actual salary as 
a member of the Army or Navy and 
what he might have received in civil 
life during that period. As an officer 
of the Regular Army, whether active 
or retired, is not of the class for which 
this compensation was provided, he 
would not be eligible for the bonus. 
_——— 

F. E. M.—According to information 
received from the Adjutant General’s 
Office there are no regulations or 
statutes covering the question of the 
proper method of addressing an offi- 
cer of the Army. By custom, however, 
officers of the regular Army, both ac- 
tive and retired above the rank of 
first lieutenant, are addressed by their 
proper title. Officers of the grades of 
first and second lieutenants are, ace 
cording to strict custom, addressed as 
“mister.” As far as we know this is 
merely a matter of proper etiquette 
and is not anywhere laid down of- 
ficially.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Navy Probably Will Not Lose Secretary Adams.—It will be welcome news to 
the Navy that the rumors that have been current regarding the likelihood of Mr. 
Adams relinquishing his portfolio as Secretary of the Navy have little founda- 
tion in fact. 


Knowing his sincere love for the sea service and his deep-rooted belief in 
the Navy principles, the Service contemplated with no little regret the rumored 
resignation of Mr. Adams. It was felt that they could hardly hope to find a man 
of his calibre and sympathetic understanding to replace him and that a suc- 
cessor appointed at this time likely would not be expected to hold the same 
views toward the Navy that Mr. Adams does. Since there is probably a greater 
need, from a national defense standpoint, for Mr. Adams’ type as Secretary of 
the Navy now than for many years, it was hoped that he would see fit to remain 
at the helm. 


It is known now that while Mr. Adams is deeply disappointed at circum- 
stances which have forced the Navy to make cuts which threaten its value to 
national defense, he feels that he can do more good for the service as a cabinet 
member fighting for the Navy than he can by resigning as a protest against 
the treatment accorded to it.

The United States and the League.—A double purpose animated the State De- 
partment in pledging the United States to support whatever steps the League 
of Nations might take in preventing a Sino-Japanese war, in authorizing 
representative to attend the sessions of the Council of the League, and in induc- 
ing the Powers to make representations at Tokyo and Nanking under the Kellogg 
anti-war pact. The dual purpose was (one) to establish the value of the League 
and to break down the opposition to the ratification of the Root amendment 
which would assure our membership of the World Court, and (two) to enhance 
the prestige of the League and thus promote success of its February Disarma- 
ment Conference. 


The conduct of the League has been such as to show that it has been trying 
to make an omelet without breaking eggs, and Geneva is accusing Washington 
of backing and filling, in spite of the original promise made to the League. In 
the meantime, Japan is adhering to her original position that negotiations must 
lie exclusively between herself and China. The effect of American intervention 
has been to increase Japanese hostility to the United States which doubtless will 
have a strong influence upon the attitude of the Tokyo Government in connec- 
tion with the disarmament conference. President Hoover and Premier Laval 
of France, are now engaged in discussing, among other things, a mutually ac- 
ceptable policy of disarmament. France is willing to cut provided her security 
be guaranteed; and the Senate would not ratify such a guarantee. It is becoming 
more and more apparent that the road toward disarmament has rocks and pit- 
falls and barricades, and wise precaution would seem to advice against any 
reduction at least until the end of the Geneva meeting, when the American polic 
can be determined. site 
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Deliveries of Small Type “Talkie” to Start.—Deliveries of the long awaited 
sound moving picture equipment for the destroyers, auxiliaries, and smaller 
shore stations will begin next week, the Bureau of Navigation states. Laboratory 
tests on the Type II equipment have been concluded and the sets will be sent 
out to the service as fast as received from the manufacturer. The Type II set 
is a portable affair which may be used in the open on deck, or below deck in bad 
weather. All of the sets of the two larger types have been delivered by the 
manufacturer and have been sent to the various ships and stations, and in many 
cases are in operation. One hundred and forty odd of the Type II sets are to 
be sent to the following vessels and stations:

Five Naval Officers Assigned to Engineering Duty Only.—Five senior lieutenant 
commanders were assigned to engineering duty only, this week, the Secretary of 
the Navy giving approval to the selection made by a board appointed in accord- 
ance with the procedure laid down by the Halligan Board of last year. Lt.

Will Check Pay for Excess Travel Costs.—In order to expedite the handling of 
transportation allowances for dependents provision has been made for checking 
the pay of naval personnel for payments in excess of allowances. When the cost 
of transportation furnished by commercial carriers for dependents is in excess 
of the allowances of the officer or man, payment will not be required in cash, but 
the difference will be secured by checking the pay of the individual, in accord- 
ance with a previously issued authorization to this effect, a change in navy travel 
instructions provides. 

The following form is prescribed to be filled out by all applicants for trans- 
portation of dependents: “I hereby authorize the checking of my personal pay 
account for any excess involved due to transportation furnished in excess of the 
allowances prescribed in chapter 4, United States Navy Travel Instructions, or 
otherwise; and hereby agree to accept such checkage in lieu of cash payment to 
issuance of transportation requests.” With this authority, checkage of pay for 
any excess over allowances, can then be effected. 

This arrangement, however, is limited to travel within the continental limits 
of the United States, Hawaii and the Canal Zone. Elsewhere than within the 
continental limits of the United States, Hawaii, and the Canal Zone, collection 
of excess will be made by cash or post office money order. Personal checks will 
not be accepted unless certified.

Presidential Yacht Finally Sold.—The vessel which for over two decades proudly 
flew the flag of the President of the United States was sold this week for $16,105. 
The USS Mayflower, “decommissioned” by President Hoover when he entered the 
White House, and six times offered for sale, was knocked down this week for a 
fraction of whgt it was worth when its shiny brasswork and spick and span 
superstruction were a familiar sight on the Potomac River. The vessel was pur- 
chased by the Navy during the Spanish-Amertcan War and saw service during 
the fracas. After the war it was fitted out for use of the President and con- 
tinued in this duty until 1928, when President Hoover, who doesn’t like the sea, 
decided that he would set an example in economy by giving up the yacht. Five 
times the Mayflower was put “on the block,” and five times the bids were re- 
jected because the price offered was not adequate or terms of sale were not met. 
The proposal was once advanced that the City of New York buy the vessel to 
be used to welcome foreign celebrities, but nothing came of this. The Navy 
finally despaired of securing what they felt the yacht was worth, and was fitting 
her out for active service as flagship of the Special Service Squadron when she 
caught fire while moored at Philadelphia and sank. Upon raising, it was decided 
that the hulk was not worth repairing and it was offered for sale for scrap and 
finally went under the hammer,

duty in the Department here, I can 
say nothing that will be new, but to 
those of you whose duty has been in 
the field, perhaps there are some things 
that can be explained profitably. I 
doubt whether anyone out of Congress, 
certainly out of Washington, can real- 
jze the pressure upon Congress to do 
more things than it is humanly cap- 
able of doing; that is to say, the de- 
mands on one’s attention there are 
very great—a thousand and one sub- 
jects press for solution,. It is only 
when one realizes what that pressure 
of work is that one begins to under- 
stand why Congress does its work so 
badly. I think in the main it muddles 
through fairly well, but I am never 
very proud of the quality of the work 
that is turned out there, yet I doubt 
whether any man, however chosen and 
however able he might be, would do 
work he would be proud of under the 
circumstances under which Congress 
has to labor. 

Declaration of War 

I thought I would like to review 
some of the activities of Congress with 
relation to the Army. Of course the 
most conspicuous is the Constitutional 
power given us to declare war. It 
sounds important and it doubtless was 
intended to be important, but we know 
now that the action of Congress in 
declaring war is a mere recognition 
of an existing state of affairs; that 
the administration in power has the 
guidance of affairs up to the time 
when war is a fact and all Congress 
does is to announce what everybody al- 
ready knows. 

Probably the most important activ- 
ity of Congress in fact is its control 
of the purse strings. For the last ten 
years Congress has very creditably ab- 
dicated a large part of its power and 
has delegated to the President and the 
Director of the Budget a large part 
of the power placed in Congress by 
the Constitution—it has deliberately 
put a brake on its own activities. As 
you know, each year the Army sub- 
mits to the Director of the Budget its 
request for funds. They are very care- 
fully considered in the Budget Bu- 
reau, they get the personal attention 
of the President himself and finally 
go to Congress in the budget message 
of the President, embodying his rec- 
ommendations. Both in the House and 
Senate rules have been adopted which 
make it difficult to exceed the figures 
given in those estimates; the commit- 
tees have power to add to it, but the 
average individual Congressman or 
Senator on the floor has his hands 
tied, so he is not free to move on the 
floor to increase those items or inter- 
pose new items. It is always open to 
anyone to move to reduce them, but 
increases are made difficult. 

Appropriations 

Tn the House the Army Appropriation 
Bill is handled by selected members 
of the Appropriations Committee of 
the House. One of that number, Mr. 
Barbour, of Fresno, California, is 
chairman of the subcommittee that 
makes up the bill.. He also has charge 
of the bill on the floor. The Army is 
very fortunate in his selection; Mr. 
Barbour knows the Army, is in full 
sympathy with it and is exceptionally 
diligent and able in his work. The 
subcommittee of the House appropria- 
tions committee has long hearings 
which are taken down by a stenogra- 
pher and printed, and that printed vol- 
ume—say about. one thousand pages 
in thickness—is an encyclopedia of the 
current activities of the Army. I can 
think of nothing that so well summar- 
izes the work the Army is doing 
as that volume of the testimony be- 
fore the House subcommittee. It is 
an available document and I think it 
can be read with profit by every one 
interested in Army affairs. I have no 
doubt it is read with profit by every

.. When we get the bill in the Senate, 
is referred to the Appropriations 
nite, but we handle it somewhat 
ifferently. For the purpose of the 
Army Appropriation Bill, the Chair- 
man of the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee is ex officio a member of the Ap- 
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propriations Committee. The same is 
true of the Navy Bill if the chairman 
doesn’t happen to be a member of the 
Appropriations Committee also, as he 
now is. The bill comes to me as Chair- 
man of the Military Affairs Commit- 
tee and with the help of five or six 
members of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, we sit down and we in our 
turn have hearings, which are nec- 
essarily briefer. We report the bill 
out, it goes through the Senate ordi- 
narily with little discussion and goes 
to conference. The conference is the 
place where the bill really takes. its 
final form. There are five conferees 
from the House, headed by Mr. Bar- 
bour, and five from the Senate. We 
sit in that conference committee, with- 
out a stenographer, without any aud- 
ience, and try to harmonize the dif- 
ference between the House and Sen- 
ate bills. That committee of confer- 
ence really has the final say in the 
making of the bill. It then goes to 
the President, who signs it almost as 
a matter of course. 
Presidential Control 

The control of the President, cur- 
iously enough, comes not through his 
possession of the veto power; it isn’t 
after the bill has been written that 
he exercises control, because his sig- 
nature to the bill is almost a foregone 
conclusion; but it is im the making up 
of the budget, where he controls the 
original estimates, that the President 
has his greatest power and custom- 
arily uses it. Curiously, also, the 
budget system has led to a strange at- 
titude on the part of the Army officers 
who come before these committees in 
Congress to testify. Out of loyalty to 
their Commander-in-Chief it is con- 
sidered improper for an Army officer 
to come and urge an increase in any 
item of the estimates; however much 
his heart may be burdened, he is com- 
pelled by that loyalty and ought not 
and does not urge that the budget 
estimates be increased. That forces 
us, as you will readily see, to adopt 
a Socratic method of dealing with the 
thing and bringing out by questions 
what is really in the back of that of- 
ficer’s mind. We have, in a sense, 
crippled ourselves from getting a 
candid statement of his opinions by this 
Budget Act which we have enacted. 
But ingenuity enables us to get around 
that and we think we get the officer’s 
real opinion before we are through. I 
am not complaining of that. I think 
it is only right it should be so; it 
would be rather improper, I think, to 
have officers down there criticising the 
budget estimates submitted by their 
Commander-in-Chief. 

Army Economies 

If one will read that volume of testi- 
mony I spoke of and possibly also the 
testimony before the Senate Commit- 
tee, he will begin to realize how in- 
terwoven with other affairs the Army 
affairs are and how it is impossible 
toconsider the Army alone and not as 
a part of national defense as a whole 
and national affairs on the whole. This 
year we are going to have a partic- 
ular difficulty in that. The present 
fiscal year will, in all likelihood, show 
a Treasury deficit of a billion and one- 
half dollars, quite the greatest deficit 
we have ever known, except in the 
years 1918 and 1919. It forces us to 
the unpleasant process of cutting ex- 
penses everywhere and the equally 
unpleasant process of raising taxes, I 
think. Obviously it is not good busi- 
ness to go on borrowing to meet 
these deficits. We did it last year 
with a nine hundred million deficit, 
but with a billion and one-half facing 
us now, it seems almost certain that 
we will have to raise taxes, which will 
be extremely unpopular, and that we 
will have to cut down expenses. But 
national defense has to be looked upon 
as a whole and if the Navy is forced 


' to refrain from capital expenditures, it 


is only fair for us who are interested 
in the Army to acquiesce in a similar 
program for the Army, which means 
no new planes, no new buildings—bar- 
racks or quarters. It is entirely likely 
we will have to do that. The Army 
is part of the country and it cannot 
regard itself, nor can the country re- 
gard it, as something outside the cur- 
rent activities of national life, so the 
Army will have to stand its share of 
these economies this year and prob- 
ably next. 

I suppose that to us who have the 
Army’s affairs at heart, the next most 
important activity of Congress is its 
dealings with pay and promotion, and 
there again our work is interferred 
with by intense prejudices. It is very 
hard to explain to a man from South 
Dakota, where a governor is paid three 
thousand dollars a year, that a colonel 
of the Army cannot live with dignity 
in a large Eastern city on a salary of 
the same size. It is hard to explain 





“to a man from Arkansas, where you 








can be a chief citizen on one hundred 
and fifty dollars a month, that you 
cannot be a chief citizen in a large 
Eastern city on the same amount of 
pay. Any attempt to increase Army 
pay is met by intense opposition from 
men coming from communities where 
the cost of living is low. In the same 
way, I think this year there will prob- 
ably be agitation for reduction in Army 
and Navy pay. I hope it will not be 
successful. We all know that a man 
in the Service accepts a very moderate 
pay, much less than he could make in 
all likelihood in civil life in times of 
prosperity, and it is only fair that the 
converse should be true and that in 
times of adversity in national business, 
the man in the Service should not be 
called upon to make a sacrifice if it 
possibly can be avoided. The compar- 
ative ease of living at the moment is 
compensation for tne hard days all 
of us can remember when the cost of 
living was higher than it now is. 


Promotion Legislation 

In the next place, in matters of pro- 
motion legislation our principal trouble 
comes from the fact that Congressmen 
and Senators have not time to study 
the situation and it cannot be under- 
stood at a superficial glance. It is ut- 
terly impossible, apparently, to get the 
attention of either house of Congress 
long enough to let them understand 
the problems that come in. the making 
of a promotion list or the problems 
that have to be corrected by new pro- 
motion legislation. My predecessor, 
Senator Wadsworth, who in my judg- 
ment was one of the ablest members of 
Congress in handling Army affairs that 
I have ever known, tried vainly, ses- 
sion after session, to get Congress to 
listen to him long enough to tell the 
promotion problem to them, but he 
was never able to do it. The press 
of other matters is so great and the 
complexities of the problem aré so 
great that it is impossible to interest 
more than half a dozen men in the 
two houses of Congress. I doubt very 
much whether we are going to be able 
to get through any promotion legis- 
lation in the present Congress. It 
probably cannot be done until business 
quickens up a little and the inevitable 
increase in cost can be borne by the 
budget. The problem is complicated 
also by the fact that so many members 
of Congress know one or two officers 
who can tell them very eloquently of 
cases of injustices on the list; that 
is, they say “I am down below a couple 
of men who came into the service long 
after I did. I have been prejudiced 
against because the date was’ fixed as 
of June 4th instead of June 3rd,” and 
that sort of thing. Every time the 
promotion problem comes up we are 
met, not by helpful suggestions for 
treating the problem as a whole, but 
how to take care of Capt. John Snooks 
who was in the Class of 1907 and hasn’t 
had a fair deal. When you deal with 
twelve thousand officers, you simply 
muddy the water when you stop to 
consider single, isolated cases of in- 
justice. 

There is one thing that should be 
known by the Army as a whole, but 
does not seem to be, and that is the 
fixed rule, both in Congress and in 
the Department, against  reinstate- 
ment on the active list. The Depart- 
ment has very properly taken the 
position always that once an officer is 
off the active list, he cannot be put 
on again without an act of Congress, 
and Congress itself has taken a sim- 
ilar position when it says it will not 
pass special bills putting officers on 
the active list of the Army or Navy. 
There have been occasional exceptions 
in the case of the Navy, but exceptions 
in-the Army are very, very few. Ev- 
ery officer should know that he is not 
going to have other officers put ahead 
of him by legislation, and also that if 
he leaves the active list, by resignation 
or otherwise, he is never going to get 
on it again by act of Congress. In 
the last Congress two years ago, such 
an act did pass reinstating an officer 
who had resigned, but the President 
promptly vetoed it and the bill died. I 
don’t believe such a bill can pass Con- 
gress again and if it does, I don’t 
believe it can pass the President. 


Confirmations 

As to the matter of Senate con- 
firmations, the Constitution, as you 
remember, requires the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate to all Presidential 
nominations for office, and that has 
been held to include every office in 
the Army, from second lieutenant up, 
excepting the chief of staff. Obviously 
the Senate cannot give close attention 
to all of these nominations; in the 
main its function is merely that of a 
rubber stamp, the Senate committee 
passes out these nominations and the 
Senate, as a matter of routine, con- 
firms them. But every now and then 
an officer has enemies or critics who 
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go to the Senate committee when there 
is a nomination pending, and very 
hard to have that nomination blocked. 
Similarly, friends of an officer who has 
been attacked come and try to get 
the promotion expedited. It should be 
reassuring to the Army to know that 
it has been the practice constantly for 
that committee to regard itself as a 
sort of court. There is no question 
of politics involved in matters of 
Army and Navy nominations, there is 
no question of pull involved, as far as 
I know. It is treated in every case as 
a judicial question and we are bound 
on honor to regard it judicially and 
impartially, and it will not hurt an 
officer to have a great torrent of let- 
ters pour in denouncing him and it 
will not help him to-have a great vol- 
ume of letters approving him. If there 
is anything against him, it will have 
to be shown by living witnesses before 
the committee, and if there is any- 
thing in his favor it will have to 
shown in the same way. In the ab- 
sence of proof that he is unfit for the 
promotion, his nomination is confirmed, 
I mention that because in the last 
three or four years we have had some 
conspicuous cases. One was the pro- 
motion of a major to lieutenant cole 
onel. That major had had the mis- 
fortune to serve in France with an 
outfit that was not conspicuously dis- 
tinguished for its discipline. He had 
reported adversely on a number of of- 
ficers of the division and thereby in- 
curred their everlasting enmity. They 
organized a move to block his promo- 
tion. He had a fine record both in 
France and this country, he was high 
up in his class at the Point and had 
had splendid efficiency reports, and the 
opposition, although it was very strong 
politically, did not amount to anything. 
He was properly confirmed without any 
unusual delay. We have had two other 
cases where that has been attempted, 
The committee would be equally ready, 
I think, to refuse a confirmation if. we 
thought it were made on improper mo- 
tives or for any wrong reason, but un- 
til the committee does believe that, I 
don’t think any political pressure is 
going to block the regular confirmation 
of an officer.

ties. I regard the Army as something 
that ought to be close to the heart of 
the American people; it ought to have 
the affection of the people, even more 
than we have ever known it to have, 
Back before the World War there was 
a very marked prejudice in the popula- 
tion generally against the West Point 
graduate. He was regarded as being 
a sort of snob who had nothing in 
common with his fellow citizens. The 
West Pointer learned a lot in the World 
War and so did the rest of the coun- 
try, and when the war was over there 
was a very much closer comradeship 
and an almost total disappearance of 
that prejudice. We must not let that 
arise again. Nothing could be more 
hurtful to the Army, in Congress and 
out of Congress, than to have that 
prejudice revived. I think the most 
encouraging indication that it is not 
going to revive has been the popularity 
of the Citizens’ Training Camps and 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 
Those are our best contacts with the 
civilian population. I regard them as 
one of the most important of the 
Army’s activities, not because I think 
we make a soldier in one month or 
three months in a summer camp, but 
because I think it is best calculated to 
make the real Army known to the 
great mass of the population. It is 
sad to think how fast the contacts that 
were made in the World War are dis- 
appearing. We who were of military 
age then are rapidly becoming fossils 
and the acquaintance that was so in- 
timate at that time is rapidly becom- 
ing blurred. I hope Congress will al- 
ways see fit to find money to carry 


: on the Citizens’ Training Camps and 


the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
because I think as Army missionary 
work it is tremendously valuable. 
Another thing we have to get away 
from is the rivalry between the Army 
and Navy. It is becoming increas- 
ingly plain that future wars are going 
to be fought with very close contact 
between them. Yet I think I see signs 
of a jealousy between the two that is 
not for the good of the country. De- 
velopments of Naval ordnance, devel- 
opments in naval aviation are not made 
known to us in the Army as quickly 
as they should be and I have.no doubt 
that we are guilty in lots of ways in 
keeping our little secrets from them. 
We have our Joint Board and all that 
and it does much, but I would.like to 
see a little closer comaraderie between 
the two services, because they really 
are but one service, and they will have 





to cooperate in the next war to @ 
greater degree than ever before.

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Change Ration Regulation 


NUMBER of changes, none of them 

of radical nature, appear in the 
new Quartermaster Corps regulatiot. 
“Rations” which is dated Sept. 21, 
1931. One change of interest is the 
addition of turkey or fowl to the sub- 
stitutive articles of the field ration, for 
the purpose of furnishing this at 
Thanksgiving or Christmas. 

Previously, turkey or other fowl had 
to be procured with subsistence moncy 
saved or from company funds. Many 
of the changes in the new regulation, 
AR 30-2210, are for the purpose of 
clarification and amplification. There 
are a number of changes in the ration 
components and substitutive articles 
also. 

Two new paragraphs, 2 and 3, are 
added to the beginning of the first 
section, No. 2 stating: 

“The Army ration is prescribed by 
the President under the provisions of 
section 40, act of Feb. 2, 1901 (31 Stat. 
758; U. S. C. 10: 724; sec. 1503, M. L. 
1929). The Filipino ration is prescribed 
by the Secretary of War under the 
provisions of section 36, act of Feb. 
2, 1901 (31 Stat. 757), as amended by 
act of May 10, 1926 (44 Stat. 496 U. 
S. C. 10: 334; sec. 1381, M. L., 1929).” 


Paragraph 3 states: “It shall be the 
duty of the officers of the (Subsistence 
Department) Quartermaster Corps, 
under the direction of the Secretary 
of War, to issue to the Army such sup- 
plies as enter into the composition of 
the ration.” 

A change in the Filipino ration adds 
1.6 ounces of beans and changes the 
allowance of rice from 20 to 16 ounces. 

Under the travel ration the follow- 
ing sentence is added: 

“When liquid coffee money is pro- 
vided under AR 35-4520, it is in lieu 
of the coffee, sugar and milk compo- 
nent of the travel ration.” 

In the field ration many changes 
have been made in both the compo- 
nent and substitutive articles. In the 
component articles the following 
changes have been made: “or frozen” 
aded to fresh beef; flour changed from 
14 to 16 ounces; dry beans changed 
from 1.6 ounces to 2; 8 ounces of 
caned tomatoes added; jam changed 
from 2 ounces to 1.4; macaroni 
changed from .5712 ounces to .64; salt 
changed from .5712 to .5 ounces; sirup 
changed from .1427 gills to .14; .5 
matches issued for each issue of 
smoking tobacco or cigarettes, added; 
1.10 ounces cereals removed; .8 ounces 
hominy removed; fresh boneless beef, 
11.2 ounces eliminated; 8 ounces of 
rice removed from the ration articles. 

In the substitutive articles for the 
field ration the following changes have 
taken place: Lamb has replaced mut- 
ton, and “or frozen” added, so that it 
now reads, “lamb, fresh or frozen”; to 
fresh pork has been added “or frozen”; 
“hash, corned beef, canned” has been 
added, allowance 16 ounces, and also 
the note to this, “In the Philippine 
Department, beef, roast, canned, may 
be used in lieu of hash, corned beef; 
allowance 16 ounces”; “turkey or fowl: 
dressed, drawn—25 ounces, or dressed 
undrawn—28 ounces,” added; ham, S. 
C. allowance changed from 3.6 to 4 
ounces; 16 ounces of corn meal added; 
1.6 ounces rice added; .8 ounces corn- 
starch added; 3.2 ounces canned beans 
added; 2.4 ounces rolled oats added; 
2.4 ounces other cereals added; 2 
ounces dehydrated soup added; canned 
corn changed from 9.6 ounces to 6.4; 
dehydrated vegetables changed from 
4.8 ounces to 3.2; onions changed from 
24 ounces to 16; canned peas changed 
from 24 ounces to 16; canned green 
beans changed from 24 ounces to 8; 
canned spinach changed from 24 ounces 
to 8; canned cabbage from 24 ounces 
to 8; canned sauerkraut changed from 
24 ounces to 8; 8 ounces fresh vege- 
tables added; 14 ounces tapioca elimi- 
nated; 4 ounces fresh fruit added. 

Under the paragraph headed “Re- 
Serve Ration” the following is added: 
In time of peace the reserve ration is 
not carried in stock. When it is de- 
sired to use this ration in practice 
marches or maneuvers, it is simula‘ed 
by assembly of the authorized compo- 
nents as nearly as may be practicable.” 
, Under the head “For troops travel- 
Ing on Army transports,” sub-para- 
graph i, the following is added: “For 
hospital employes receiving over $95 a 
month, see paragraph 13, AR 40-590.” 
Also under the same heading is added 
sub-paragraph k. “For monetary al- 
lowances in lieu of rations see AR 35- 
4520.” 

In “Food Equivalents” under “Meat 
Component” “or lamb” is added to 
to “mutton fresh”; the allowance of 
dried beef changed from 20 to 15

Admiral Magruder to Retire 


(pRDERS were issued by the Navy 

Department this week detaching 
Rear Adm. Thomas P. Magruder, USN, 
as Commandant of the New Orleans 
Naval District about Nov. 30, at which 
time he will be relieved of all active 
duty, and placed on the retired list as 
of Dec. 1 by reason of having reached 
the statutory retirement age. 


Rear Adm. Thomas Pickett Ma- 
gruder, USN, was born in Yazoo 
County, Miss., Nov. 29, 1867, was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy in 1885 
and completed the course at that in- 
stitution in 1889. He served aboard 
the USS Nashville, gunboat, during the 
He was ad- 
vanced five numbers in rank for dis- 
playing eminent and conspicuous con- 
duct in battle at Cienfuegos, Cuba, May 
11, 1898, in taking in tow and bring- 
ing off two pulling launches under 
heavy fire from a large force of Span- 
ish infantry. 

From 1901 to 1903, Admiral Ma- 
gruder, then a lieutenant, served aboard 
the USS Buffalo, destroyer tender, and 
then went to duty as Flag Lieutenant 
on the staff of Rear Admiral Sands 
aboard the USS Texas. 

From 1901 to 1903, Admiral Ma- 
gruder, then a Commander, served in 
the Asiatic Station, first at the Naval 
Station, Cavite, P. I., then in command 
of the USS Albany, cruiser. In De- 
cember, 1913, he was ordered to com- 
mand the USS Raleigh, cruiser, and re- 
mained in the Raleigh until July, 1915, 
when he was ordered to the Naval War 
College, Newport, for instruction. 
While at the War College he was pro- 
moted to the rank of captain. 

In June, 1916, upon detachmdent 
from the Naval War College, Rear 
Admiral Magruder was ordered to duty 
in a Division of Naval Militia Affairs, 
Navy Department. He left this post 
in August, 1917, to command Squadron 
Four, Patrol Force, Atlantic Fleet, con- 
sisting of steam fishing vessels which 
he had fitted out for distant service. 
This squadron of patrol boats was 
based at Lorient, Franco, in November, 
1917, and Admiral Magruder was given 
additional duty as District Commander 
of U. S. Forces at that port. He re- 
mained in this duty until February, 
1919, and was then ordered to com- 
mand the USS Nevada, battleship, 
later in the year proceeding under or- 
ders to Paris for duty as Naval At- 
tache at the American Embassy, 
France. 


Promoted to Rear Admiral, tempor- 
arily, April 14, 1920, he was given the 
permanent rank on June 3, 1921. De- 
tached as Naval Attache, Paris, July 
14, following, Admiral Magruder was 
ordered to New Orleans, La., for duty 
as Commandant of the Eighth Naval 
District, with additional duty as Com- 
mandant of the Naval Station, New 
Orleans. From 1923 to 1926, Rear Ad- 
miral Magruder commanded Light 
Cruiser Divisions, Scouting Fleet, with 
his flag in the USS Richmond. From 
this duty, he was ordered in April, 
1926, as Commandant of the Fourth 
Naval District, with additional duty as 
Commandant of the Navy Yard, Phil- 
adelphia, Pa. In October, 1927, fol- 
lowing publication of articles on the 
“Navy and Economy,” Rear Admiral 
Magruder was ordered to duty under 
Secretary of Navy Curtis D. Wilbur, 
then was placed in the status of await- 
ing orders until July 12, 1929, when 
he was given command of the Fleet 
Base Force. This post he held until 
May 10, 1930, when he was assigned 
as Commandant of the New Orleans 
Naval District, his present duty. 

Rear Admiral Magruder was awarded 
the Navy Distinguished Service Medal 
for his World War service, with the 
citation “for exceptionally meritorious 
service in a duty of great responsibil- 
ity as District Commander, Loriént, 
and Commander of Squadron Four, U. 
S. Patrol Force.” He also was awarded 
the decoration of an Officer of the Le- 
gion of Honor by the French Govern- 
ment, and of the Commenda Mauriz- 
iana by the Italian Government.

Awarded DSM 

N THE name of the President of the 
United States, Secretary of the 
Navy Charles Francis Adams has for- 
warded to Chief Boatswain Patrick F. 
Powers, USN, now attached tc the 
USS Black Hawk, destroyer tender 
serving with the U. S. Asiatic Fleet, 
the Distinguished Service Medal], with 

the following citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious ser- 
vice in a duty of great responsibility 
while serving on board the USS Black 
Hawk, the tender for Destroyer 
Squadron Five, Asiatic Fleet, which op- 
erates abcut eight months out of the 
year in China and away from any im- 
mediate source of supply, making it 
necessary for her to carry a large 
quantity of stores in excess of ordinary 
requirements. On the morning of April 
13, 1931, in anticipation of departure 
for China, she was loaded to capacity 
with gasoline, kerosene, turpentine, 
benzole, torpedo oil, linseed oil, grease 
and paint when at 10:00 a. m. a fire 
occurred in No. 3 Motor Launch under 
the overhang of the stern and imme- 
diately beneath the large gasoline tank. 
The flames burned off the gasoline 
hose which was leading down to the 
No. 2 Motor Launch for gassing so 
that a stream of gaseline one inch in 
diameter added fuel to the flames and 
the whole counter and stern, including 
the large tank, were enveloped in a 
roaring sheet of flame. Soon after the 
fire started, the CO2 fire extinguisher 
was opened, which probably prevented 
the tank from catching on fire from 
the top, but the additional 15 pounds 
pressure caused the gasoline te come 
out of the gassing line with greater 
velocity so that the flame took on the 
character of a blow torch. Under these 
conditions Chief Boatswain Powers, 
with streams of water from two hose 
playing on him, with no hesitation, but 
realizing the danger, lay sidewise and 
wriggled and crawled in back of the 
large tank and between the tank and 
the blaze, a space of about 19 or 20 
inches, and closed the valve and pre- 
vented a more serious condition aboard 
the vessel, which might have resulted 
in considerable material damage and 
possible loss of life. The action of 
Chief Boatswain Powers was above 
and beyond the actual call of duty and 
was taken at great personal risk.”

Flying Pay Disallowed 
QFDERS assigning an enlisted man 

of the Army to duty requiring 
regular and frequent participation in 
aerial flights are automatically termi- 
nated by his discharge and on reen- 
listment he is entitled to additional 
pay for flying only if assigned to such 
duties by orders issued after reenlist- 
ment, the Comptroller General ruled 
this week. 

Retroactive orders in such case are 
invalid, it was also held by the Comp- 
troller. 

“A typical case presented is that of 
Sgt. Herman D. Ray, DEML, who was 
paid additional flying pay in tiie sum 
of $7.92, covering the period Feb. 23 
to Feb. 28, 1931,” stated Comptroller 
McCarl. 

During the month of February, 1931, 
Sergeant Ray performed 11 flights of 
an aggregate of 3 hours and 20 min- 
utes duration. Eight flights were per- 
formed prior to Feb. 22, and 3 flights 
were performed Feb. 23, 1931, under 
S. O. 146, Headquarters, 3rd Corps 
Area, dated June 22, 1926, effective 
July 1, 1926. It appears Ray was 
honorably discharged as a _ sergeant 
per expiration of term of service Feb 
22, 1931, and reenlisted Feb. 23, 1931, 
his warrant as sergeant being con- 
tinued under paragraph 38, A. 
600-750. 

“An assignment and duty requiring 
participation regularly and frequently 
in aerial flights of an enlisted man of 
the Army is as effectively terminated 
by his discharge as if specific orders 
of revocation were issued, and upoi. re- 
enlistment the performance of flights 
are ineffective to authorize increased 
pay whether the reenlistment is the 
day following discharge or later, ua 
less he has been again assigned to such 
duty by competent authority. Upon 
his discharge all-assignments tuo duty 
are automatically revoked, the dis- 
charge terminating the entire period 
of such service in that enlistment.” 





Deliver Boeings 


Seattle, Wash.— Delivery of new 
Army pursuit planes has been started 
by the Boeing Airplane Company vn 
its contract for 135 of the Wasp-pow- 
ered single-seaters. Seven airplanes 
on this order have already been de 
livered and 12 more will be completed 
and turned over to Army Air .Corps 
pilots for flight delivery to March 
Field this month. 

Two of the new B-9 bombers on the 
Boeing contract with the War Depart- 
ment for seven of the heavy twin-en- 
gined bombing monoplanes for the 
Army Air Corps, are being completed 
and will be delivered this month to Air 
Corps pilots. 

Delivery schedule on the contract of 
the Boeing Airplane Company for the 
construction of 75 Wasp-powered Navy 
fighters, calls for the completion of 21 
F4B-3 airplanes by Jan. 10. The first 
21 Boeing Navy fighters will partici- 
pate in the mid-Winter cruise of the 
Battle Fleet. 





Ferry Airplanes 


At AN estimated saving of about a 

quarter of a million dollars over 
crating and shipping costs, the Navy 
has completed the task of ferrying 20 
new Navy patrol planes from Baltimore, 
Md., to the Fleet Air Base, Coco Solo, 
Panama. 

The planes were flown tu Coco Solo 
in six groups of threes and fours, the 
first section having left Hampton 
Roads, Va., Aug. 28, and the last group 
leaving Hampton Roads Oct. 6 and ar- 
riving Oct. 10. The route followed 
was via Jacksonville and Key West, 
Fla., and Trujillo, Honduras, a total 
distance of 2,300 miles. 

The new planes are attached to the 
USS Wright, aircraft tender and flag- 
ship of Aircraft, Scouting Force, and 
will operate from the Fleet Aiz Base, 
Coco Solo. Each plane, during the 
long flight, carried two pilots, a radio- 
man and two mechanics. The flight 
operation was supervised by Lt. V. H. 
Schaeffer, USN, naval avialor attach- 
ed to the Fleet Air Base, Coco Solo.

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Mileage On Air Travel 


UNDER a change in Naval Travel 
Instructions, just issued, an officer 
of the Navy receiving orders requir- 
ing travel in a mileage status, may 
travel by commercial air line, and be 
reimbursed by the Government to the 
extent of the cost of transporting him 
by the most direct route by rail. 
Hithertofore, there was no author- 
ity permitting an officer to obtain a 
transportation request for travel by 
means of commercial’ air line, and if 
desiring to move to the place speci- 
fied in orders and on a mileage status, 


no deduction from his mileage account 
being allowed. 

“When an officer receiving travel 
orders entitling him to mileage desires 
to travel in whole or in part by a com- 


furnish transportation request for such 


stated in the change in Travel Instruc- 
tions. Provision is made for the is- 
suing officer to send the request to the 
officer, who will pay the mileage ac- 
count for the attachment to the voucher 
on which payment of mileage is made. 
Settlement of mileage claims will be 
computed as follows, when officers are 
furnished transportation request for 
travel by commercial air line: 


“(a) Allow 8 cents per mile and de- 
duct 3 cents per mile for all land grant 
involved over the shortest usually 
traveled route (as determined by the 
Official Mileage Table). 

“(b) Also deduct the actual cost to 


nished on transportation request for 
travel by commercial air line. (Comp. 
Gen. Jan. 30, 1931. In these cases of- 
ficers will be required to forward their 
claim for reimbursement to the Bureau 
of Supplies and Accounts, if destina- 
tion is east of the Mississippi, or to 
Navy Pufchasing Office, 100 Harrison 
Street, San Francisco, Calif., if west 
of the Mississippi.” 

Another change in the Navy Travel 
Instructions, provides for the computa- 
tion mileage over water routes in 
United States on the same basis as the 
official rail route, as follows: 

“When transportation has been fur- 
nished to an officer over water routes 
within the United States competitive 
with rail routes of substantially the 
same distance, at a cost not to ex- 
ceed the net cost to the Government 
for transportation via rail over the 
official distance, mileage should be 
computed on the same basis as when 
the transportation is furnished over 
the official rail route—that is, at 8 
cents per mile over the official dis- 
tance, less 3 cents per mile for the 
same distance, for transportation fur- 
nished. Where the net cost to the 
Government for the steamship trans- 
portation is greater, the difference be- 
tween the net cost to the Government 
of rail and steamship transportation 
should also be deducted. (Comp. Gen. 
May 6, 1931.”

Flying Pay Disallowed 
QRDERS assigning an enlisted man 

of the Army to duty requiring 
regular and frequent participation in 
aerial flights are automatically termi- 
nated by his discharge and on reen- 
listment he is entitled to additional 
pay for flying only if assigned to such 
duties by orders issued after reenlist- 
ment, the Comptroller General ruled 
this week. 

Retroactive orders in such case are 
invalid, it was also held by the Comp- 
troller. 

“A typical case presented is that of 
Sgt. Herman D. Ray, DEML, who was 
paid additional flying pay in tie sum 
of $7.92, covering the period Feb. 23 
to Feb. 28, 1931,” stated Comptroller 
McCarl. ; 

During the month of February, 1931, 
Sergeant Ray performed 11 flights of 
an aggregate of 3 hours and 20 min- 
utes duration. Eight flights were per- 
formed prior to Feb. 22, and 3 flights 
were performed Feb. 23, 1931, under 
S. O. 146, Headquarters, 3rd Corps 
Area, dated June 22, 1926, effective 
July 1, 1926. It appears Ray was 
honorably discharged as a _ sergeant 
per expiration of term of service Feb 
22, 1931, and reenlisted Feb. 23, 1931, 
his warrant as sergeant being con- 
tinued under paragraph 38, A. R. 
600-750. 

“An assignment and duty requiring 
participation regularly and frequently 
in aerial flights of an enlisted man of 
the Army is as effectively terminated 
by his discharge as if specific orders 
of revocation were issued, and upo. re- 
enlistment the performance of flights 
are ineffective to authorize increased 
pay whether the reenlistment is the 
day following discharge or later, un 
less he has been again assigned to such 
duty by competent authority. Upon 
his discharge all. assignments tuo duty 
are automatically revoked, the dis- 
charge terminating the entire period 
of such service in that enlistment.” 





Deliver Boeings 


Seattle, Wash.— Delivery of new 
Army pursuit planes has been started 
by the Boeing Airplane Company un 
its contract for 135 of the Wasp-pow- 
ered single-seaters. Seven airplanes 
on this order have already been de 
livered and 12 more will be completed 
and turned over to Army Air .Corps 
pilots for flight delivery to March 
Field this month.

Ferry Airplanes 


At AN estimated saving of about a 

quarter of a million dollars over 
crating and shipping costs, the Navy 
has completed the task of ferrying 20 
new Navy patrol planes from Baltimore, 
Md., to the Fleet Air Base, Coco Solo, 
Panama. :

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Current Procurement 


(This is the second installment of 
an article outlining the current pro- 
curement activities of the War De- 
partment, prepared from data drawn 
up by Lt. Col. J. K. Crain, Director 
of Current Procurement, Office of the 
Assistant Secretary of War.)

HERE is a central depot in each 

of the four areas into which the 
United States is divided in the Quar- 
termaster plan. Each of these depots 
is designated to procure supplies re- 
quired in its area, except supplies, such 
as uniforms, equipment, equipage and 
so forth, which are designated for cen- 
tralized purchase. 

These four regional depots are lo- 
cated at New York, N. Y.; Chicago, 
Ill.; San Antonio, Tex., and San Fran- 
cisco, Calif. The Insular Departments 
are supplied by purchases made by de- 
pots located in the Panama Canal Zone, 
the Hawaiian Islands and the Phil- 
ippine Islands, of those supplies not 
ieoet to them by the War Depart- 
ment. 

Fresh vegetables or articles which 
can be procured more advantageously 
at the point of consumption and such 
articles as will not stand storage are 
purchased at the place of issue. Freight 
rates and relative unit prices are con- 
sidered in arriving at a decision in 
such cases. 

Two manufacturing depots are op- 
erated by the Quartermaster Corps. 
One, located at Philadelphia, Pa., man- 
ufactures textile and canvas products; 
the other, located at Jeffersonville, 
Ind., manufactures leather and canvas 
products. 

The Quartermaster Corps establishes 
the standards for the foregoing items 
at these two places and prepares the 
specifications for them and develops 
manufacturing process for their pro- 
duction. To insure a proper product 
in peace and to act as a nucleus for 
a much larger body in war, inspectors 
are trained at these places. 

The possibility of war with the tre- 
mendous expansion that would then 
occur in the procurement problem of 
the various supply services of the War 
Department is one of the important 
factors that enters into the Army pur- 
chase activities. 

The Ordnance Department, next to 
the Quartermaster Corps is the largest 
supply service. The Air Corps does 
more purchasing in peace than does 
the Ordnance Department, but the Air 
Corps supplies itself only, and the 
former supplies guns and ammunition 
to all the combat branches of the Army. 

Ammunition, explosives, cannon, ma- 
chine guns, pistols, rifles, tanks, ar- 
mored cars, fire-control instruments and 
so forth, are the classes of articles 
procured by the Ordnance Department. 

As there is little or no commercial 
manufacture of many of these special 
weapons, the Ordnance Department has 
several arsenals which produce or pur- 
chase sufficient to meet the peace re- 
quirements of the Army. 

These arsenals, in addition, serve the 
same purposes described for the Quar- 
termaster Corps factories, for they de- 
velop new items, establish methods of 
manufacture and maintain a skilled 
nucleus of workmen to train larger 

ups in.the event of war. The in- 

uence of possible war procurement is 
here seen to again bear upon actual 
peace procurement.

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Study Tree Care 


SPECIAL course of instruction in 

the general care of trees, with 12 
enlisted men enrolled as students, be- 
gan on Monday, Oct. 19, at Ft. Ben- 
ning. 

This novel school has been organ- 
ized as a result of the strong interest 
of Brig. Gen. Campbell King, the com- 
mandant, in trees and particularly 
those of Ft. Benning. Many of these 
latter, notably those which stand on 
the sites of the old plartation lands 
which were acquired by the Govern- 
ment when Ft. Benning was estab- 
lished, are magnificent specimens of 
great age and have many sentimental 
and historical associations with the lo- 
cal civil community. Some of them 
are deteriorating from age and de- 
cay and it is upon these that the art 
of the soldier tree surgeons will be 
exercised upon the completion of their 
course of instruction. 

Pvt. 1icl. F. T. Dawson, Infantry 
School Detachment, who is a gradu- 
ate of a nationally known institute of 
tree surgery, will be the instructor. 
The course will consist of a two-week 
period of theoretical instruction and 
this will be followed by a three-month 
period of practical work.

Effect of Budget Cuts 


T is evident that the Navy Depart- 

ment in responding to the Presi- 
dent’s economy program has made 
every effort to reduce as little as pos- 
sible the strength of the forces afloat. 
Reliable reports in the press October 
14 and 15 give some of the details of 
the cuts in the $401,000,000 Navy budg- 
et as originally submitted. The re- 
vised estimates are reported to have 
lopped off $51,000,000 from the first 
budget, which comes within $10,000,000 
of the President’s figure. The cuts 
cover every branch of the Navy. They 
contemplate laying up additional cap- 
ital ships, cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines; the reduction of enlisted 
men in the Navy by some 3,000 
men and in the Marine Corps of about 
a thousand men; the closing of the 
shore stations at Boston, Newport, 
Rhode Island and Charleston, S. C.; 
the slowing down of construction under 
way and the postponement of the con- 
struction of six destroyers appropriat- 
ed for by the last session of Congress. 
Even the abolition of the famous Navy 
Band at Washington and the abandon- 
ment of the visit of the frigate Con- 
stitution to American seaports were 
first included but in view of the Presi- 
dent’s expressed opposition to these 
negligible cuts there is little likelihood 
that they will be carried through. 

Press reports mention that only 10 
of the 16 capital ships (if one includes 
the demilitarized Wyoming) will be 
kept in full commission. Two large 
gun cruisers, six submarines and four 
destroyers will be placed in reserve, 
but the principal savings evidently will 
come from construction and moderniza- 
tion costs reported to be $29,000,000, 
while the reduction in the shore estab- 
lishments account for about half the 
balance. 

Although the cuts go a long way to- 
ward meeting the President’s ultimate 
object they do not conform to his 
wishes as reported by the press at the 
time he said that the Navy would get 
$340,000,000 and no more. At that 
time he is reported to have said that 
he was in favor of the building pro- 
gram to the extent of $65,000,000. This 
would leave $275,000,000 for operating 
the Navy. What that would mean to 
the efficiency of the forces afloat can 
best be realized by comparing such a 
budget to the funds available to the 
Navy during the current year. 

The naval budget as submitted to 
Congress by the President, Dec. 3, 1939, 
was just short of $350,000,000, to which 
was later added $10,000,000 for de- 
stroyers, but the President pointed out 
that in addition to this, $23,000,000 
would carry over into the construction 
fund from the fiscal year 1930 and he 
also explained that> the Navy Depart- 
ment would present a building program 
which should be undertaken. 

The building program, while reported 
favorably by both naval committees of 
Congress, was not pushed to a vote 
and thus failed. The modernization of 
the battleships New Mexico, Mississippi 
and Idaho was authorized and $10,- 
000,000 to begin this work was made 
immediately available. Little if any 
of that work was begun in the fiscal 
year 1931 so that virtually all of this 
money carried into the current year. 

Thus there is available in withdraw- 
als from the Treasury during the cur- 
rent fiscal year $358,000,000 voted in 
the annual appropriations bill, $23,- 
000,000 carried over from the previous 
fiscal year for “increase of the Navy” 
and virtually all of the $10,000,0040 
for capital ship modernization. This 
gives a total of $391,000,000. 

The $401,000,000 budget as first pre- 
sented evidently contemplated main- 
taining the Navy at current levels with 
the addition of ft:nds to begin work on 
the sixteenth 8-inch gun cruiser allow- 
ed by the London Naval Treaty and 
the augmented appropriations for de- 
stroyer construction customarily voted 
during the second year of work on such 


vessels. 

A $3840,000,000 budget for the Navy 
would mean a 12 per cent reduction 
from the current year. 

Of the $391,000,000 available to the 
Navy this year, about $71,000,000 is 
for new construction and moderniza- 
tion, leaving $320,000,000 for operation. 

If $65,000,000 were to go toward 
construction next year as urged by the 
President, only $275,000,000 would be 
left for operation. This would be a 
decrease of over 14 per cent. It is evi- 
dent, however, that every effort is be- 





Financial Digest 

N line with normal trading theories, 

support, or, at least, signs of a 
larger volume of buying should ap- 
pear, according to information receiv- 
ed from E. A. Pierce & Co. If this 
does not develop and the slow decline 
continues, it would seem almost im- 
possible to escape the belief that the 
lows of Oct. 5 are to be tested. This, 
of course, is more of a day-to-day 
trading viewpoint than investment 
accumulation theory. 

The relatively unsatisfactory action 
of the bond market after the brisk re- 
covery recently is another reason for 
the irregulaity in the stock market. 
When it comes to a question of income 
return that problem can be better an- 
swered in the bond market than in the 
list of common stocks. Bond yields 
are so attractive, even allowing for 
the fact that the period of abnormally 
easy money seems to be at an end, 
that it is difficult to present the case 
of common stocks from the standpoint 
of income return. The purchase of 
common stocks, except, of course, 
purely for trading purposes, must nec- 
essarily be based upon a belief in an 
improvement in general business early 
next year which will permit restora- 
tion of earning power. Third quarter 
reports, soon to be published, in the 
main, are expected to show small 
net profits, and the fourth quarter may 
not be much better.

Island Possession Policy 


A PRONOUNCEMENT of the policy 

to be followed with regard to the 
island possessions of the United States, 
Guam and American Samoa, was made 
this week in a letter from the Chief 
of Naval Operations to bureau chiefs 
at the Navy Department. Both Guam 
and Samoa are to be retained under the 
administration of the Navy Depart- 
ment, it is stated, and all “purely naval 
projects for defense or other purposes” 
will be abandoned. 


The purpose of the announcement, 
it is said, was to clear up a misunder- 
standing which existed with regard to 
the islands. Many officers, it was felt, 
have the opinion that the Navy is to 
entirely abandon these possessions, and 
civil government instituted. As this is 
not contemplated, the action was taken. 

Admiral Pratt‘s letter follows: 

“To clarify understanding in this 
matter, the following statement is 
made of the present policy with re- 
spect to Guam and Samoa: 

“(1) To maintain the administration 
of these island governments under the 
Navy Department. 

“(2) To abandon all purely naval 
projects for defense or other purposes 
in these islands, and to withdraw all 
naval personnel and material not re- 
quired for purposes of island govern- 
ment. 

“(3) To continue, for the purposes of 
naval administration, the organization 
of the naval stations in these islands. 

“As the present naval establish- 
ments in Guam and Samoa have al- 
ready been reduced to those required 
for ‘civil administration, it appears 
that any further reductions will be of 
a minor nature, and that these estab- 
lishments will continue on approxi- 
mately the same basis as at present.” 





Patents Granted 


NUMBER of patents were grant-

Tent Eaves—Supporting structure 
for eaves of tents (B. H. Brooks, Den- 
ver)—A framework for eaves of tents 
comprising a plurality of rigid bars 
and a plurality of sectioned bars, 
means for detachably and pivotally 
connecting said sectional bars with the 
rigid bars adjacent the corners of the 
eaves, the sections of the sectional 
bars being hinged together to permit 
folding thereof between the rigid bars 
and having means for locking the sec- 
tions of each sectional bar in substan- 
tially rigid relative alignment. 

Aireraft (F. D. Williams, Los An- 
geles). The combination with an air- 
craft frame and the gliding wings and 
lighter-than-air floats connected to 
said frame, of an oscillatory frame; a 
motor carried by the oscillatory frame 
and provided with a ro‘ary shaft ex- 
tending in a plane at right angles to 
the axis of oscillation; a propeller di- 
rect-connected to the propeller shaft; 
an elevator plane fixed to the oscilla- 
tory frame in parallelism with the 
rotary shaft; and means for operat- 
ing, controlling, and holding sta- 
tionary, the oscillatory frame. 

Trailer Hitch (J. P. Andreasen, 
Bostwick, Neb.)—In a trailer hitch, 
the combination of a tongue, vertically 
disposed straps affixed to and extend- 
ing rearwardly from the tongue, the 
straps having upright segmental ex- 
tensions on the rear and ends thereof, 
horizontally disposed bars having a 
block bolted between the forward ends 
of same tongue bars, a pivotal con- 
nection between the metal straps and 
the tongue bar to permit of up and 
down pivotal movement of the tongue, 
and a pivotal connection between the 
rear end of the tongue bars and the 
reach or center bar of the chassis 
frame to permit of lateral movement.
